1. BY PREARRANGEMENT, CONSOFF MET MRS. EPELMAN IN FRONT

THAT SHE HAD SUBMITTED HER PAPERS TO OVIR MARCH 27. IN 
CONTRAST TO HER PAST EXPERIENCE, OVIR CLERKS WERE EXTREMELY

EPELMAN WRITE A NOTE WHICH CONSUL GENERALWOULD ARRANGE 
TO HAVE DELIVERED TO SENATOR. 
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3. CONSOFF PROMISED TO INFORM EMBASSY MOSCOW OF HER NEW 
EXIT APPLICATION SO EMBASSY, AS WELL AS CONGEN, COULD SUPPORT 
IT.
